demoliſhed, with inexpreſſible Barbarity, f 
the Nations that poſſeſſed the moſt flouriſn- 
ing Provinces of the Roman Empire; Nay, 
and the Emperors themſelves, fo took away 
their appointed Stipends in all Cities, that 
being void of all Learning, a Ruſticity, both 
lamentable and ſhameful, invaded thoſe Cities. 


It is certain, tho' horrible to ſay it, that no 
conſiderable School is taken Notice of in 
Chriſtendom, except ſome ſmall remains yet
